Fine 1x Marysvittr.—The 
press of October 18th says : 

About five o’clock yesterday 
morning a fire broke out in the 
northeast corner of the Buckeye 
Flouring Mills, situated on the up- 
per slough, between Fifth and 
Sixth streets, owned and occupied 
by A. D. Starr, and spread with 
great rapidity, consuming the 
whole building, which was of 
wood, in a very short space of 
time. About $10,000 worth of 
grain, ground feed, etc., was also 
destroyed. The loss sustained by 
the building, machinery, etc., was 
about $15,000, on which there was 
an insurance in the London and 
Liverpool Insurance Company for 
$6,000. The brick grain ware- 
house on the opposite side of the 
street, containing a large quanti- 
ty of grain and ground feed, was 
saved. About twenty-five hogs 
iu an adjoining corrall were con- 
sumed, the animals rushing madly 
in the fiames. The fire is thought 
to be the work of an incendiary. 


Derav.tine THE Sanitary Fenn. 
—The Salem (Oregon) Statesman 
alleges that the sum of $52,600 
has becn collected in the State of 
Oregon and Territory of Wasb- 
ington for the Sanitary fund, all 
of which passed into the hands of 
a Mr. Holbrook, as Treasurer. 
Holbrook only accounts for $32,- 
000 of the amount. Most of the 
money was collected in coin, and 
yet his exhibit shows only $310 of 
coin in hand—the balance in 
greepbacks. The Slatesman asks 
what has he done with the sum in 
deficiency? We could not be ex- 
pected, of course, to answer that 
question definitely, residing as 
we do so far froin the scene of

The second number of this sprightly 
specimen of home literature has been 
laid on onr table.

To ontsiders some of these ap- 
wear unmeaning and rather tend to con- 
ing. “ The article teems with sentences 
fuse than ty illuminate the understand- 
of what is 1er.ned the “Stilted Style,” 
which seems inseparable from Moron 
iterature. As illustrative of what we 
mean, we extract a single paragraph. 
The writer is endeavoring to show that 
Mormonism is but ar corollary, a se- 
quence, a culmination of the work of 
our Revolutionary, ancesters in founding 
the Republic, and says :

It 
may be for aught we know, consistent 
with the original creed of Joe Smith and 
what is written in the books to assert that 

ormonism is the real genius of Republi- 

ism, but viewing that church in its 
practical workings, as we see it around 
us, we think the position untenable. Ne 
where in history do we find a people who 
are more completely bound down by the 
yoke than “this people ;” never since 
the days ef the Patriarchs of Scripture 
has there existed a politico-religious 
system where self thought or self inde- 
pendence was more completely ignored, 
than right here. 

The very foundation of the whele 
practical system of Mormonism as taught 
by Brigbam Young and his coadjutors, 
is “obedience to counsel.” Do what 
you are told and Jet Providence provide 
for the rest, is the constant theme of 
Tabernacle sermons ; and with a univer- 
eality truly astonishing, seventy thousand 
people do as they are bid. When it is 
added, that this counsel applies rather to 
temporal than to spiritual affairs, enters 
every man’s housebold, and extends its 
ramifications through society and down 
to the most trivial affuirs of every day 
life, it may well be uaderstood how little 
of Republicasiam there is in the “genius 
ef Mormoniem.’ Even on the seore of.
